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Expect traffic chaos! 

Councillors question why it will take three weeks to demolish a house

AXMINSTER is bracing itself for weeks of 
traffic chaos while a house is demolished to 
widen a narrow stretch of Stoney Lane. 

Devon County Council recently bought the 
dilapidated Green Lodge, which will be demol¬ 
ished in August. 

County councillor Ian Hall informed town 
councillors last week and there was a mixed 
reaction. 

Councillors acknowledged it was a case of 
short-term pain for long-term gain, although 
some questioned the length of time required 
for the work. 

Town councillor and former mayor Paul Hay¬ 
ward called for TV’s Nick Knowles to be 
brought in as he only needs 24 hours to deal 
with a house. 

Councillor Hall said demolition will start on 
August 7th, and work is expected to last for 
three to four weeks. 

He told the meeting: “It will hopefully put 
one of the big issues (the bottle neck) in town 
in a better place, although it will be a frustrat¬ 
ing three to four weeks. 

“It is going to be awful, there is no way to 
dress it up,” he said. 
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“It will be gridlock. Walk and cycle if you 
can, because it is not going to be fun.” 

Councillor Sue Spiller acknowledged work 
would improve the road network, but said: “I 
can’t walk to Seaton or Lyme Regis. 

“I’ve got great concerns about emergency ve¬ 
hicles. 

“Three weeks to demolish one house, words 
fail me.” 

Councillor Hayward joined the debate by re¬ 
ferring to parts of a Japanese town centre 


which disappeared into a sinkhole, but was re¬ 
constructed in only a few days. 

He then spotted Graham Barton (of Homes 
Under the Hammer fame) in the public gallery 
and said: “Nick Knowles can build a house in 
24 hours. 

“Ring him and tell him we’ll get him a cream 
tea. Graham, you are in TV, call him?” 

The debate carried on before the mayor, 
Councillor Jeremy Walden, who chaired the 
meeting, said: “We are stuck with it, they are

legally entitled to do it.” 

Pulman’s Weekly News put the claims to a 
Devon County Council spokesman, who said: 
“Preparatory work on site is due to start on 
Monday July 31st, with the road closure due to 
start on Monday August 7th for three weeks. 

“The road has to be completely closed for 
safety reasons. From Saturday August 26th 
through to Friday September 8th, temporary 
traffic lights will be in place to enable comple¬ 
tion of the road widening works and construc¬ 
tion of a footway.” 

The diversion will be via Lyme Road, Lyme 
Street, George Street, Chard Street and vice 
versa. 

When the plans were announced in May last 
year, the county council spokesman said: 
“This section of Stoney Lane has no pavement 
and because the property’s footprint signifi¬ 
cantly extends into the road, it is also a traffic 
pinch-point. 

“At the same time pupil numbers in the ad¬ 
jacent school are expected to increase in the 
future. 

“This is an opportunity to address pedestrian 
highways safety concerns, to improve traffic 
flow and to expand the size of the school cam¬ 
pus.”

THE future of local newspapers in the West 
Country received a massive boost this week 
when the team behind your favourite local free 
weeklies joined forces with the West Country’s 
famous Sunday Independent. 

Entrepreneur Peter Masters, who embarked 
on a plan to rejuvenate the 200-year-old Inde¬ 
pendent when he acquired the iconic regional 
title in April, has now moved to add the Lyme 
Regis-based View From series of free newspa¬ 
pers to his expanding stable of publications. 

The move, which aims to create a formidable, 
independent, local publishing group, offers fur¬ 
ther evidence of the revival of print media, he 
said. 

The eight View From papers, which serve 
Axminster, Seaton, Colyton, Honiton, Beer, Ot- 
tery St Mary, Crewkerne, Chard, Ilminster, 
Yeovil, Lyme Regis, Bridport, Beaminster, 
Dorchester, Weymouth and Portland, were ac¬ 
quired from Capital Media Newspapers, who 
had owned the titles for 18 months. 

The Lyme operation, which employs 31 peo¬ 
ple and is headed by veteran publisher Philip 
Evans, 68, also produces a series of local Expe¬ 
rience magazines and runs news websites for 
the West Country communities it serves. 

Peter, who is also chairman and co-owner of 
Truro City Football Club, said he was excited 
to bring the two publishing businesses to¬ 
gether. 

The Somerset-born businessman stepped in 
to save the Sunday Independent in April. The 
200-year-old paper had come under threat fol¬ 
lowing the sudden death of its previous propri¬ 
etor. Peter is now constructing an investment 
plan to develop the multi-edition 200-year-old 
title, which focuses on professional and grass 
roots sport and leisure in Bristol, Somerset, 
Dorset, Devon and Cornwall. 

He said: “These are extremely exciting times 
for the View From group and the Sunday Inde¬ 
pendent as we work on plans to deliver even bet¬ 
ter quality, value and ideas for their readers. I 
and all the dedicated staff at both titles believe 
in the future of print newspapers at the heart of 
their communities, where people can share 
their successes, their challenges, their events, 
their joys and criticisms. Both will have a vi¬ 
brant web presence delivering news and sport 
updates and digital platforms for advertisers to 
reach these communities - but we all also be¬ 
lieve that nothing beats sitting down with a 
paper that covers your community or your 
sphere of interest and reading all the things you 
can’t find on the internet!” 

Philip Evans said: “This is a great develop¬ 
ment, one that will enable us to improve our 
service to the loyal readers and advertisers 
who support our independent and trusted local 
publications. Joining forces with the Sunday 
Independent will create a powerful publishing 
business for the whole of the West Country.”

Parish back at helm 
with pledge to fight 
for farmers’ incomes 

NEIL Parish has been re-elected as chairman of 
the Environment, Food and Rural Affairs Com¬ 
mittee. 

The Conservative MP for Honiton and Tiver¬ 
ton received 324 votes, well ahead of rivals Zac 
Goldsmith, who polled 107, and Bill Wiggin, 
who received 137. 

In an article for the Politics Home website ear¬ 
lier this month, Mr Parish urged new Defra 
Secretary Michael Gove not to be tempted to cut 
support for farmers after Britain leaves the EU 
and the Common Agricultural Policy. 

Mr Parish, pictured, wrote: “It’s vital that se¬ 
lect committees engage with, and contribute to, 
the development of government policy through¬ 
out this Brexit parliament. 

“It’s going to be a critical 
decade for the food and 
farming industry. From the 
growing impact of technol¬ 
ogy, to Brexit and the re¬ 
structuring of farming 
support payments, the land¬ 
scape of British agriculture 
is set for a step-change. 

“For all my working life, 

CAP payments have been crucial to farmers’ 
livelihoods. Indeed, they make up around half 
of farm incomes. That financial guarantee for 
our farmers is the reason I voted to remain in 
the EU.”

Back to the blackspot 


Crash victim’s daughter 
sees A35 safety changes

THE daughter of a woman who died 
on the A35 at Hunters Lodge four 
years ago bravely returned to the 
scene last week to inspect a road 
safety improvement scheme. 

Sandra Feldman, from Harrow, vis¬ 
ited the notorious blackspot just out¬ 
side Axminster for the first time since 
the day after her mother’s accident in 
2013. 

She said: “I was a bit apprehensive 
coming here, it being the first time 
since 2013. But I’m so pleased to see it 
[the scheme]. I can’t believe the differ¬ 
ence. I’m sure it must save lives, 
which is what the community cam¬ 
paigned for. The pelican crossing, the 
road signs. The road markings are far 
improved. However, we would have 
liked to have seen safety improve¬ 
ments at the most dangerous point, 
turning right to cross the A35 from 
the Uplyme road.” 

Sandra’s mother’s accident hap¬ 
pened on July 10th, 2013, and involved 
two vehicles. Her mother, 82-year-old 
Pamela Manning, was holidaying in 
the area with two friends, staying at 
Cricket St Thomas. 

They were returning from Lyme 
Regis, crossing the A35 in their car, 
when the accident happened. Pamela 
was declared dead at the scene and an¬ 
other friend died a week later in hos¬ 
pital. The third friend and the driver 
of the other vehicle survived. 

The accident sparked renewed calls 
for action to be taken and, after re¬ 
vised plans and delays, Highways 
England started work this spring. 

Ms Feldman and her brother Gerald 
Manning attended a public meeting in 
Axminster Guildhall a year after the 
accident, but it was only recently that 
she realised a scheme was being put

Mr Parish said: “As a former dairy farmer 
myself, I know we have a great farming indus¬ 
try with high-quality products. But we need to 
set the right conditions for this great British in¬ 
dustry to thrive. 

“The new Defra Secretary, Michael Gove, 
must now resist being bowled over by the Chan¬ 
cellor. Some free market thinkers believe 
Britain’s departure from the CAP is a golden 
opportunity to drastically scale back — and 
even end — agricultural subsidies altogether. 

“This would be a mistake. We need to start re¬ 
making the case for targeted investment in our 
farmers and the rural economy. Farm support 
payments play a crucial role in delivering on 
climate change targets, on providing jobs, as 
well as ensuring protection for our precious 
wildlife and countryside. 

“I will not allow food and farming to be side¬ 
lined, whilst other industries like financial 
services and car-making get the Government’s 
primary attention. Now, more than ever, we 
need British agriculture’s voice to be heard.” 


in place. And she decided to come and 
see it for herself on the anniversary of 
the accident. 

The day afterwards she spoke to 
Pulman’s Weekly News and said: “An 
accident like that affects so many 
lives, like the families, the driver of 
the other car and so on.” 

Four years later she is still grateful 
to police for the support given during 
a very difficult time, saying: “The po¬ 
lice were fantastic. We had a family li¬ 
aison officer, which really helped.” 

About the campaign she said: “It 
just shows that if voices are heard, 
change happens.” 

Locally there has been concern. 
Resident John Marsden told Pulman’s 
Weekly News : “As a resident of Ray¬ 
monds Hill, myself and many others 
are concerned this work has come to 
a full stop. We have had weeks of tem¬ 
porary traffic lights, noise at night 
and now nothing. The newly installed 
lights for a road crossing are not 
working. We fear that the remedial 
work done will not be enough. There 
are no speed cameras, which would 
have been the ultimate deterrent. 

“Why no filter lanes going to the left 
on Crewkerne Road and at the Lyme 


road junction? This would massively 
ease congestion. They have missed 
this ideal opportunity to get it right. 
What will it take, another fatality? 

“The highways people do not listen 
to the views of the public and the local 
residents. They are paid by the public 
so should listen to our concerns - not 
just go ahead and spend over £500,000 
on a hair-brained scheme.” 

A Highways England spokesperson 
confirmed the cost of the scheme was 
£560,000. 

In reply to Mr Marsden’s concerns, 
Andy Roberts, route manager for 
Highways England, said: “We have 
been liaising with our local authority 
partners and listening to communi¬ 
ties to make sure we have the right 
junction layout in place for this safety 
scheme. The work has involved a sig¬ 
nalised pedestrian crossing, the in¬ 
stallation of speed-activated signs in 
both directions, a new, high-friction 
road surface and improved signage. 

“A small amount of snagging work 
needs to be completed, we are await¬ 
ing Western Power to commission the 
lights and expect the crossing to be op¬ 
erational by the end of next week 
[week commencing July 17th].”

Town agrees it will 
seek government 
cash for relief road

AXMINSTER is to seek 
money from a new govern¬ 
ment fund towards a much- 
needed north-south relief 
road. 

Transport secretary Chris 
Grayling recently announced 
that councils will be able to 
apply for funding under The 
Major Road Network Plan to 
tackle traffic congestion in 
towns. 

The need for a relief road in 
Axminster has been well-doc¬ 
umented over several years. 

Endless debates have been 
prompted after HGVs have 
mounted town centre pave¬ 
ments and, on occasion, 
struck people, buildings and 
pulled down scaffolding. 

The Local Plan includes 
provision for a relief road to 
the east of town, saying: “A 
North South relief road for 
the town will be delivered 
linking Chard Road (A358) to 
Lyme Road (B3261).” 

But this is tied in with pro¬ 
posed housing and employ¬ 
ment space developments 
north and east of the town. 

It is hoped that a govern¬ 
ment grant would speed 
things up and that the relief 
road would come under a sep¬ 
arate planning application 
and be built before any other 
development. 

A government grant would 
not cover the full cost. 

Other funding options in¬ 
clude developer contribu¬ 
tions and local enterprise 
partnership money. 

Speaking at the the July 


meeting of Axminster Town 
Council, Councillor Brian 
Watson said: If we are going 
to ask for some extra money, 
may we ask for some money 
to put the road on the western 
side of town rather than 
through housing estates on 
the east?” 

The cost of a relief road to 
the east of the town is esti¬ 
mated at £15million, accord¬ 
ing to town and district 
councillor Andrew Moulding. 

Councillor Moulding also 
said that the cost for a relief 
road to the west of the town 
had been estimated at £50 mil¬ 
lion, and is not part of The 
Local Plan. 

All councillors agreed that 
Axminster should express an 
interest in a government 
grant. 

But some councillors, in¬ 


cluding Sue Spiller, said the 
possibility of a relief road to 
the west of town should be 
further explored. 

However, Councillor Lara 
Rowe felt the more expensive 
alternative was a non-starter, 
and declared: “Where would 
we find £35 million [the differ¬ 
ence] when we are struggling 
to get £15 million? 

“What is there to discuss?” 

It was decided to register 
an interest for a grant with 
the government, Devon 
County Council and MP Neil 
Parish straight away. 

The merits of the two relief 
road options will be discussed 
at the August meeting of the 
town council. 

It was felt that further dis¬ 
cussion would do no harm as 
long as interest for a grant is 
signalled straight away. 


Firefighters give talk at Arada

AXMINSTER-based firefigh¬ 
ters were welcomed to local 
stove manufacturer Arada on 
Tuesday for a session focus¬ 
ing on the hazards and dan¬ 
gers within an industrial 
unit. 

The visit gave the crew a 
chance to explore how Arada 
keeps their workers and pro¬ 
cesses safe, whilst also focus¬ 
ing on specific hazards such 
as our oxygen banks, paint 
drums and cardboard stacks 
which could cause extra dan¬ 
ger. 

With a retained firefighter 
in Arada’s workforce, this 
was a great chance for Arada 
to show their support for the 
work carried out by its local 
emergency services. 

Arada managing director 
Mark Brettell commented: 
“This was a great opportu¬ 
nity for Arada to link up with 
our local community and 
help our local fire service ex¬ 
pand their knowledge of how 
to manage the hazards which 
can arise in an industrial en¬ 


vironment. Fire and safety 
procedures are of paramount 
importance to us and we 
want to ensure our manufac¬ 
turing processes aren’t just 
environmentally friendly, 
but are also safe for all in¬ 
volved. 

“We were pleased to hear 


that members of the fire crew 
were very impressed with 
how prepared we are with the 
procedures in place at Arada; 
particularly our detailed fire 
pack providing them with 
maps, detector locations and 
fire exits should their ser¬ 
vices ever be required.” 
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Public referendum to be held on 
Chardstock Neighbourhood Plan 


CHARDSTOCK’S Neighbourhood Plan will 
complete a five-year journey if approved by res¬ 
idents. 

It has gone from being a list of issues gener¬ 
ated by a questionnaire to possibly becoming a 
formal set of development criteria for the 
parish. 

The p;an will be the subject of a local referen¬ 
dum on Thursday, July 20th and, if parish¬ 
ioners support it, will be adopted by the East 
Devon District Council as statutory guidance 
for future planning applications within the 
parish. 

Neighbourhood planning is a new way for 
people to decide the future of the places where 
they live and work, and has been introduced 
through the Localism Act. 

A recent third party housing needs assess¬ 
ment showed that the parish of Chardstock has 
a very low level of need, so house-building is 
not a priority. 

But there are still development issues to ad¬ 
dressed. 

Plans for extensions, refurbishments and 
changes of use need to be assessed for design 
quality, street spacing and the potential for 
light and noise pollution, and there is the pro¬ 
tection of the Blackdown Hills AONB, its 
wildlife and habitats, the village’s Conserva¬ 
tion Area and the parish’s 71 listed buildings to 
consider. 


Most of all, any plans must be seen in the light 
of the parish’s poor infrastructure and lack of 
services and facilities, according to Chardstock 
Neighbourhood Plan Steering Group. 

Group members also said the proposed plan 
is not about prohibiting change, but about en¬ 
suring that new construction is sensitive to 
local needs and conditions and will not put fur¬ 
ther pressure on already weak infrastructure. 

Steering group member David Everett said: 
“It’s been hard work for a lot of people, with the 
heavy lifting being done by both longer term 
residents and some relative newcomers - all 
volunteers. But it should be worth it. 

“The examiner made it clear that we have 
complied with all the rules. Now we all hope 
the district planning process will follow suit so 
that Chardstock has every prospect of match¬ 
ing the type and amount of new development 
approved to local conditions and what can re¬ 
ally be sustained.” 

Parish council chairman Paul Spearing 
added: “My simple message to Chardstock is 
this: It is your plan, so please vote on it on the 
July 20th. 

“Whether you vote for or against, help us to 
finish the job and, please, cast your vote and be 
heard.”

The scheme is designed to 
make visits (in person or on¬ 
line) easier for people with dis¬ 
abilities. 

Thanks to National Lottery 
players, the Heritage Lottery 
Fund has just awarded a grant 
of £527,000 to the scheme to sup¬ 
port heritage sites in becoming 
more accessible. 

Seaton Tramway chief execu¬ 
tive Jenny Nunn said: “Seaton 
Tramway is proud to be in¬ 
volved in a project focused on 
making long-term changes to 
the accessibility of heritage in 
the South West. 

“Here at the tramway, we 
take into careful consideration 


the needs of those who require 
specialist access, and under¬ 
stand the importance of contin¬ 
uous growth and development 
in order to provide an excellent 
experience, making it inclusive 
for everyone.” 

Seaton Wetlands, which is 
owned and managed by East 
Devon District Council, already 
offers guided walks for par¬ 
tially sighted visitors, as well 
as the use of the Wetlands Wan¬ 
derer, an off-road mobility 
scooter. 

The Heritage Lottery Funded 
project will enable staff and vol¬ 
unteers at Seaton Wetlands to 
improve access, disability 
awareness and information on 
offer to disabled visitors.

Paul Thrush, Seaton Juras¬ 
sic’s Visitor Experience Man¬ 
ager said: “We’re very excited 
to be working with Heritage 
Ability to look at ways of im¬ 
proving Seaton Jurassic’s ac¬ 
cess for its disabled and deaf 
visitors by building links 
within the local community 
and schools.

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What future for our town centre? 


Businesses not cars 
are what we need 

■ SEATON is growing and changing, so it's great to 
see Seaton Town Council getting to grips with regen¬ 
erating the town centre (Pulman’s View From, July 
11th). It's also great to see them recognise that main¬ 
tenance of buildings and streetscape are part of re¬ 
vitalising business, and suggesting help with shop 
fronts. However I'm appalled by the prospect of 
opening the town's pitifully few pedestrian priority 
roads to traffic. In my opinion this would be a back¬ 
ward step and should be consulted on before, not 
after, approaches to EDDC and DCC. 

Surely business needs more footfall, not less, on 
our shopping streets? I venture to suggest that the 
empty shops in town are less to do with vehicular 
access than the nature of the offering, and the com¬ 
petition crushing presence of Tesco. Seaton already 
has a, largely seasonal, parking problem and the 
town already has its share of disrespectful drivers. 
The shopping areas on Fore Street, Cross Street and 
Queen Street (all 20mph zones), and the Underfleet 
are all regularly subject to speeding. If through traf¬ 
fic is to be reintroduced, even seasonally or time 
limited, who is going to police it? Who is going to 
manage the inevitable ad-hoc "I'm only going to be 
a minute" parkers: the ones who already obstruct 
our narrow pavements and ignore double yellow 
lines? 

No. I suggest that nobody, yet, drives to Seaton to 
go shopping. It doesn't have the variety of offering, 
or crucially a distinct identity, that Sidmouth or 
Lyme Regis have. Working on the design of shop 
fronts will help but, however good the individual 
businesses are, there must be more to see than hair¬ 
dressers, seaside nick-nack and charity shops. The 
focus of attention, and limited funds, must be on de¬ 
veloping year round sustainable business, not cars. 
There's no shortage of ideas in Seaton, so perhaps 
one of the empty shops could be a base for the Re¬ 
generation Team to help engage us all in the plan¬ 
ning of our future town?

When was the last 
time any of county or district councillors did 
anything for our town centre? I can't remember 

Some of those responsible for this situation 
are still making decisions for us when they 


have clearly let the town down. May be they 
should resign and give people genuinely con¬ 
cerned about the town centre the chance to do 
something.

STEADY SAVERS CAN LIVE THE DREAM

HOW much cash would you need to 
transform a lifetime's ambition into a 
reality? Nearly £60,000 typically, 
according to a recent survey. 

But with people saving less than £200 
a month on average, it could take them 
about 25 years to scrape together 
enough cash to achieve their big dream. 

Here's how you can more quickly 
achieve your savings goal. 

LIFETIME S AMBITIONS COME 
WITH BIG PRICE TAG 

Many of us dream of achieving a 
long-held ambition - but perhaps fewer 
have thought about the cost. 

Ford Money, the UK savings bank 
from Ford Motor Company's financial 
services business, asked people how 
much money they believe they would 
need to realise their biggest or most 
important ambition. The average 
estimate was £59,305. 

The typical cost was found to be 
highest for people in their 40s, at an 
average of £68,820. 

WHAT DO PEOPLE WANT TO DO

Ambitions vary, depending on age, but 
the top priorities across all age groups 
surveyed are either to own a home or 
make home improvements.
